May 5.—With five 
bodies already unearthed, Sheriff Smut- 
zer and Coroner Mack will continue 
their search tomorrow for other alleged 
victims of Mrs. Belle Gunness, who, to 
ail indications, was one of the most 
‘fiendish murderers of the century, and 
'who was recently killed with her three 
children through the burning of her 
country home, one mile northeast of La 
| Porte. 

Of the bodies so far unearthed, two 
| have been identified. They are those of 
/Andrew Heldgren, a wealthy bachelor 
| of Aberdeen, S. D., and Miss Jennie Ol- 
| sen, i! years old, stepdaughter of Mrs. 

The other three bodies are 
decomposed as to make, iden- 
impossible. 

Bodies Were Discvored. 

The discovery of the bodies was 
brought about by the appearance of 
John Heldgren, of Aberdeen, _ 5S. D., 
{brother of-Andrew Heldgren, in La@ 
Porte in search for the missing man. 
With information that his brother An- 
drew had come to La Porte to wed Mrs, 
Gunness, and that he had turned over 
his property to her, he became convinced 
that his brother had been made the vic- 
tim of foul play.

The remains were only four feet un- 
der the ground, and were enclosed in @ 
gunnysack.

Four Bodies in a Heap. 


About thirty-five feet further on from 
the house the remains of four other per- 
sons were found. Lying on top of a mat- 
tress were the skeletons of two men 
and a woman. Underneath the mat- 
tress was the body of an tl-year-old 
girl, said to be Jennie Olsen. All the 
bodies were taken in charge by the 
coroner. and are now locked In a barn 
on the Gunness farm, being caretrully 
guarded. 

The discovery of the bodies led ex- 
pressmen to tell of the delivery of five 
trunks to the Gunness’ farm during the 
last six months, and this fact has 
caused the authorities to work on the 
theory that the place was a clearing 
house for murdérs. They suspect that 
wealthy persons, after being lured to 
Chicago, and killed, were packed in 
these trunks and sent to La Porte to be 
disposed of.

A SAMPLE OF BEAR METHODS. | 
. There are many features of the “sure thing” future gambling methods 
of the cotton exchanges which were not touched upon in the recent report 
of Commissioner of Corporations Herbert Knox Smith. 
However, ‘that report, as announced, was only Part 1; other parts are 
promised degling with still other Itnes, and we are led to hope that the whole 
of the shady business will be exposed in all its nefariousness. 
It is well to call attention to these methods, which are as numerous as 
they are subtle, as they come to light. 

The Constitution is in possession of a circular letter from a well-known 
New York cotton exchange firm, which is evidently being broadcasted over 
the south tn the apparent effort to bear the cotton market. 

This circular is dated May 1, 1908, and is compiled from alleged informa- 
tion which must have been received several days prior to that time, or, in 
other words, at a time when BUT LITTLE MORE THAN HALF OF THE 
1908 COTTON CROP HAD BEEN PLANTED. 

Notwithstanding this fact—notwithstanding scarcely half of the °new 
crop was actually in the ground—this firm presumes to assert that there 
has been an increase of 4.05 per cent in the cotton acreage es compared with 
last year, or a total of 34,419,938 acres. 

It .were brazen effrontery enough to declare a percentage increase at 
a time when no mortal mind could know what, or even near what, the 
acreage would be, but what must we conclude when the actual figures 
are given? 

It is qualified, it is true, by the statement that “we think it is a fairly 
accurate indication-of present intentions.” 

Whose intentions? The farmers’? 

In effect, the exchange operators have the effrontery to tell the farmer 
that he is going to put his neck into a halter and, therefore, he might just 
as well hang himself now and be done with it. 

For the vetled suggestion is that he had better let his cotton go at pres- 
ent prices, because he will not be able to get any more for it. 

We believe there are very few farmers who will be deceived by any such 
devious method as this: who will swallow the bait, hook, line and sinker, 
and sell out their product for far less than its actual worth. 

We do not believe that there will be any increase in the acreage. We 
are rather inclined to believe that the sensible campaign of the Farmers’ 
Union will prove effective in bringing about acreage reduction. 

Nevertheless, it stands to reason that nobody could know the acreage 
before May 1; nobody knows it now, and nobody could know or knows now 
whether there will be increase or decrease, 

An attempt, therefore, to make it appear that there will be a large in- 
crease in the cotton acreage for the sole purpose of depressing the price of 
the product can be viewed as nothing short of fraudulent 
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AS TO PISTOL “ TOTING.” 


The Constitution is in receipt of an inquiry from a correspondent who 
wants to know if there is any legal manner in which a man can carry a pistol 


in Georgia. He writes: 

Editor Constitution: I wish you would state through The Constitution in 
what way, if any, a man can legally “tote” a pistol in Georgia. Can he carry a 
pistol without a belt, provided it is publicly exposed? D. B. ALFORD. 

Hartwell, Ga., May 3. 

Yes, it is the constitutional right of any citizen to carry a pistol or any 
othef ordinary weapon he may wish, and the legislature is forbidden to take 
away this right by statutory enactment. 

But the legislature is empowered to declare in what manner arms shall 
be cartied, and it has said in emphatic terms that no one shall be permitted 
to carry such a weapon CONCEALED. 

The courts have construed the act to require that in the legal bearing 
of arms they shall be so exposed as to be immediately apparent to the ob- 
server. A man may wear a pistol upon a belt about his waist, but if it be 
covered from view by his coat, it is concealed within the meaning of the 
law and he would be amenable to it. The handle of a pistol projecting slight- 
ly from a coat pocket would not relieve him from prosecution. The weapon

It is sufficient that, if a man has occasion at times to bear arms, the 
law provides a way in which he may do it. But it is a way that puts the 
whole world on notice; he carries his sign like the “Beware the dog” that is 
posted for the wandering tramp. 

That such occasions come is unfortunate, but they do not furnish legit- 
imate excuse for violating the law by carrying a pistol concealed upon the 
person. a 

It is upon the hip-pocket pistol “toter” that The Constitution has waged 
war and will continue to do so until his race and ilk are effectually sup- 
pressed. 

A man who may happen, for reasons which he considers sufficient, to 
carry a pistol openly and above board, can scarcely be considered a menace 
to the community, though we would not by any means encourage the practice. 
Still the chances always are that his sole motive is self-protection. 

But it is the pistol suddenly drawn from concealment, perhaps upon the 
slightest aggravation, perhaps in motive of revenge or in pursuit of robbery, 
that the danger lies, and while the practice lives the community suffers. 

We had occasion recefitly to call attention to the effective measures 
adopted in Texas for the suppression of the pistol ‘‘toter.” 

It consists of stripes and pick or shovel and hard work upon the public

There left from Waco, the government 
rifle range, fifty-two miles away from 
Atlanta, yesterday morning, two com- 
panies of regulars, “I” and “L,” in 
heavy marching order, returning to the 
barracks of the Seventeenth infantry, 
Fort McPherson. 

The two companies are expected to 
reach the barracks some time during 
Saturday. This will have completed the 
month's target practice which each com- 
pany in the service is expected to have 
each spring. 

Reports from the range indicate the 
scores lhave not been record breakers, 
but the April weather is, tn part, ex- 
plained as the fault for auch. 

Early Monday morning the other two 
compantes at the post, “K’’ and “M,”’ in 
charge of Captain Huguet, are expected 
to fare forth and begin a “hike’”’ to 
Waco. 

Each of the soldier boys—and obhere 
are to be 125 in the ranks—will be ac- 
coutered in the heavy marching order of 
the service, just as marching forth to 
war.

Protest of the Country Counties. 
(From The Dublin Times.) 

The Times regrets that the state dem- 
ocratie executive committee, at its meet- 
ing in Atlanta last week, saw fit not to 
make any change in the rule in regard 
to the selection of delegates to the state 
convention. 

Without any reference to the bearing 
which the rule has upon the guberna- 
torial campaign we consider it a most 
unwise one. It depends, of course, upon 
the other rule which makes it necessary 
for the candidate for governor to get a 
majority of all the votes cast in the 
state, instead of a majority of delegates 
from the various counties to the state 
convention. 

We believe the rule as it now stands 
will work for the benefit of Joe Brown 
for governor. Mr. Brown will be more 
likely to get a majority of the popular 
vote than a majority of the delegates 
from the counties. We believe this be- 
cause we believe he is stronger in the 
large and populous city counties than he 
is in the smaller counties, and that he 
will get a sufficient majority in the city 
counties to offset the majorities that 
Governor Smith may get in the country 
counties. Under the new rule, fifteen 
Or twenty counties in Georgia this year 
may choose the governor. 

But the gubernatorial campaign has 
nothing to do with the general prin- 
ciple that is established by the new 
rule. It is the principle that we ob- 
ject to, and not the advantage that it 
may give to either one of the candi- 
dates for governor. It is against all 
precedent, and it opens the way for a 
condition of affairs in this state that 
will give a great deal of trouble in the 
future. ee 

It does not suit the country counties 
to be thus deprived of the rights they 
have enjoyed for a hundred years, and 
they are certain to be heard from in no 
uncertain terms when they thoroughly 
understand how the new rule works. 
This county, Laurens, has no special 
kick to make, for it !s now one of the 
“big counties,” but the small ones like 
Johnson have as much reason to resist 
the rule as Rhode Island would have to 
object to being depnived of fepresenta- 
tion in the United States senate  be- 
cause it is a small state. 

The most vicious part of the rule, 
however, is that the successful can- 
didate for governor in the whole state 
will have the unheard of privilege of 
felecting delegates from every county 
in the state, regardless of how each 
county may vote for governor. As we 
have before pointed out, if Joe Brown 
should get a majority of the votes in 
Georgia, but Hoke Smith should carry 
Laurens county overwhelmingly, the 
delegates from Laurens county to the 
State convention would he selected 
from among the friends of Joe Brown, 
notwithstanding the fact that Laurens 
should show a decided preference for 
Governor Smith. 

This is not right, and it is not ac- 
cording to our conception of democ- 
racy. If Governor Smith carries Laurens 
county, delegates from this county 
should be selected from among his 
friends, even if Joe Brown should carry 
every other county in Georgia. These 
delegates would constitute a very weak 
minority, it is true, but the time has not 
come when the minority should be de- 
prived of all its rights. If so. ft would 
be useless for members of minority par- 
tles to send representatives to congress. 
The majority could go on and enact any 
kind of legislation {t might see fit, and 
the minority could stay at home and 
save itself much trouble and expense.

STOCK SELLING 
CAME TU HALT 


—— 


Market Was Too Well Sup- 
ported for That 


Reports From Abroad Were Favor- 
able and Stock Market Was 
Sapported From the Open- 
ing to the Close. 


eee 


New York, May 5.—Effective support 
for prices was forthcoming at the 
outset of the stock market today. Sen- 
timent was so far encouraged by this 
demonstration that the selling of 
stocks which was rapidly increasing 
when the market closed yesterday, was 
discontinued. The most striking feature 
of the dealings after this preliminary 
stand against reaction was the pro- 
found dullness, approaching at times 
to stagnation. The rally was further- 
ed by the influences from abroad. Lon- 
don had recovered from the uneasiness 
caused by the news Of outbreaks on 
the borders of the Indian empire and 
of threatened disorders within the bor- 
ders. News of the military advancg 
was responsible for this change in 
feeling, which tnduced @ recovery in 
the price of British consols and also 
some rebuying os the American securi- 
ties sold yesterday. Arbitrage brokers 
were purchasers of several thousand 
shares of stocks here for foreign ac- 
count. Some of the late selling yester- 
day, especially of Union Pacific, was 
caused by the first reception of the an- 
nouncement that authority would be 
asked to issue $100,000,000 of bonds, 
the assumption having been general, 
that no more than $10,000,000 would be 
asked for Some of these sellers re- 
bought today, on further consideration 
of the assurance of the president of 
the company that no more than $§50,- 
000,000, and possibly only $25,000,000, 
would be sold immediately. 

There were vague intimations, also, 
that further news of a favorable char- 
acter coneerning Union Pacific was to 
be forthcoming soon, impliedly having 
to do with the plan for segregation of 
investments for distribution to stock- 
holders. Houses which recently were 
heavy purchasers of St. Paul, and con- 
spicuous supporters of prices, were 
open buyers of Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, and this buying was 
accepted as a proclamation of an in- 
tended purpose to continue that sup- 
port, which tis attributed to the 
financial powers desiring to further 
the Union Pacific bond flotation. The 
bears were intimidated by any show of 
force and refrained from attacking 
values. Immediate news developments 
were not important. The report of the 
earniggs of the Vanderbilt lines for 
March was given a great deal of sig- 
nificance owing to its striking demon- 
stration of power to economize to a 
sufficient extent to meet the decline in 
gross earnings. For New York Central 
itself a gain of $117,406 in net earn- 
ings was shown, in spite of the de- 
crease of $697,546 in gross, the differ- 
ence having been made up by the cut 
in operating cost. .The same result 
was attained in several of the subsi- 
diary lines of the system,. although in 
less striking degree. 

Sales of additional New,. York city 
revenue bonds, on a @eclining interest 
basis, showed the improving invest- 
ment demand of capital. 

Copper advanced tin London. Dis- 
counts receded in LOndon and Parts. 
The United States Stéel stocks became 
conspicuous sustaining factors in the 
late market. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales par 
value $2,704,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
